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Adaptive overload control system and corresponding network 
access controller (AC) and network access point (AP) wherein 
the aggregate traffic offered by the APs to the AC is 
determined and, in case of overload, a constrain in derived 
from said aggregate traffic, said constrain is transmitted 
to the APs and each AP determines a local constrain.
